THE HISTORY 
of 
THE MACLEOD CLUB 


The Nurses! Club on the Campus - the Macleod Club was inaugurated 
in 1937 - 38 as 


, 


"The B.Sc. Nurses! Club". 


The first meeting was held in the class room of the School of 
Nursing, St. Joseph's College with Miss Agnes Macleod, the first Director, 
School of Nursing, University of Alberta, present. 


The students in the fifth year - Graduates of 1938 = through this 
Club sought to form a fellowship between the student nurses in their second, 
third and fourth years and the student nurses in their first and fifth years. 


It was while Miss Macleod was overseas that the nurses of the "B.Sc. 
Nurses'Club" decided to change the name of their organization to "The Macleod 
Club." 


"In appreciation of all Miss Macleod has given to the nurses, through 
the fellowship of the Club, we have decided to change the name to the "Macleod 
Club", for we consider it a great honor to have our name linked with hers", 


; In 1946 the new organization between the University and Hospital, 
concerning the School of Nursing created also a change in the membership of 
the Macleod Club. 


In 1947 - 48 the minutes of December 9, 1947 noted "the constitution 
of the Macleod Club was read and adopted" - incorporating the constitutions 
of the Student Nurses' Union and the Macleod Club. 3 


The annual report included the following - 


"The amalgamation of the Macleed Glub and the Student Nurses! Union 
was perhaps the biggest step taken by the nursing student body in the past 
year." 


; This history of the Macleod Club would not be complete without the 
recording of the following highlights - 


"The University nurses! club was known as the "B.Sc. Nurses! Club" 
for six years. 


In 1943 the members decided to give their organization a more dist- 
inctive name. They accepted with enthusiasm the suggestion offered by their 
Honourary President, Mrs. A. C, McGugan, to name their club in honour of 
Miss Agnes J. Macleod, who was at that time a Nursing Sister, serving over- 
seas. 


"February 1943 
Dear Miss Macleod 


We are nearing the end of the sixth year of the B.Sc. Nurses! 
Club, We all have enjoyed its fellowship, and for this we have you to thank, 
for you first organized it here at the University of Alberta. In appreciation 
of this we have decided to change the name to the "Macleod Club", for we con- 
sider it a great honor to have our name linked with yours. 


We all wish you every happiness and success in your present 
work and hope that you will come safely back to Canada, 


Sincerely yours, 
Helen Jamison

The President of the University, Dr. A. W. R. Kerr in his letter to Miss 
Macleod said: 


"We have been so delighted to hear of the nice and appreciative action 
of the Nurses! Club in giving your name to it. As Director of the School and 
Founder of the Club, this seems to me to be a graceful and timely tribute in 
recognition of your faithful and outstanding work for the advancement of your 
great profession, 


After all, you know, most celebrities have to wait for their monuments 
till they are no longer able to say thank you. 


With warmest congratulations and all good wishes". 
The Gateway in a February 1943 issue carried the following news story. 
"Nurses Rename Club to Honor Agnes Macleod. 


For the past six years the University Nurses! Club has been known as 

the B.Sc. Club. Then this year they began to think - after all, the House Eccers, 
the Science men, the Chemists have as much right to call their respective Clubs 
the B.Sc. Club. So they decided to look around for a new name for their club. 
They wracked their brains, they read History of Nursing books,and in desperation 
even hunted frantically through Greek and Latin texts. No luck - the inspiration 
just could not be found. The honorary president, Mrs, A. C. McGugan saw their 
plight and said "Why not call the club after the nurse who founded it, the first 
director of nurses at the University, Miss Agnes Macleod"? The idea was greeted 
with great enthusiasm. Miss Macleod, now a Nursing Sister serving overseas, is 
known and liked, and the nurses were delighted at the opportunity to name their 
club in her honor, So, from now on the Macleod Club - not the B.Sc. Club - will 
continue to form a strong bond between the nurses during their three years train- 


ing and their first and last years at Varsity". 


MISS AGNES J. MACLEOD 


Miss Agnes J. Macleod was in the first class to graduate in the 
University of Alberta degree course B.Sc. in Nursing in 1927. Miss Macleod 
received her degree Bachelor of Arts in May 1924, "The first diploma course 
had entered the University Hospital in September 1923 and as the Bachelor 
of Science course was just about to begin - we decided to accept the 
University's suggestion and entered our probatien period July 1, 1924." 
Miss Macleod received her Master of Arts degree in Nursing Education from 
Columbia University. 


In the fall of 1937 Miss Macleod came from a position in Vancouver 
to direct the School of Nursing at the University of Alberta. "Other classes 
were taken in to train, but no other students finished in Alberta, until I 
returned to the University of Alberta as the first Director at the University 
in July 1937. I had three groups graduate while I was there in 1938 - 1939 


and 1940. 


In 1940 Miss Macleod left to go overseas with Number 4 Casualty Clear- 
ing Station from Edmonton. 


In England Miss Macleod was Matron in Charge of the Neurological Unit 
and later Matron of the Canadian Hospital in Taplow, In the Mediterranean 
theatre, she served in Sicily and then in Italy as Matron of the Canadian 
Hospital. Miss Macleod returned to England and went into France after D Day 
with the Canadian Hospital Unit. Miss Macleod received the decorstion, Royal 
Red Cross for her war services and also a Coronation Medal for her services 


in Canada. 


Miss Macleod is now Director of Nursing Services for the Department 
of Veterans! Affairs and is stationed in Ottawa.

Turning to the question of train- 
ing programs, Miss McLeod said: 
“If we are going to conduct pro- 
grams for auxiliary people and for 
nurses at the post-graduate level, 
as well as the basic courses at 
graduate university level, the hos- 
pital clinical service must be used 
for this purpose. Hospitals cannot 
be closed shops to nursing educa- 
tion but we feel, in the nursing 
profession, that the separate hos- 
pital school of nursing is going to 
have to change. There has to be a 
new emphasis and a closer tie-up 
between the university and the 


clinical field.”

Asked who was going to initiate 
this, Miss McLeod said: “The 
universities say they have more 
than they can do now and are not 
too anxious to take in the schools 
of nursing. But we believe that the 
whole framework of medical edu- 
cation is just as dependent on the 
schools of nursing as it. is on the 
medical schools.”

Joan Dawes and Brenda Fife were appointed éommittee heads. 

The committee on Master Rotation Plan had, difficulty tabulating the in- 
formation available. It was generally felt that the present system allowed more 
flexibility, and provided less difficulty in contending with drgp-outs. This topic has 
been very well covered by Miss, Street’s report in the January and February, 1959, 
issues of the Canadian Nurse Journal. 

The committee on clinical teaching took as it objectives: (1) Hours of clini- 
cal teaching assessed on all services. (2) Types of clinical teaching. (3) Problems 
encountered by clinical instructors. (4) Possible solutions to these problems. 

Students volunteered to interview the “clinical instguetors onthe different 
services, and eight instructors*were most helpful in providing information. To de- 
cide how many hours sof clinical teaching wer@ gen it was necessary for us to 
learn what constitutedMe nical teaching. The instPetors generally considered orien- 
tation learning of special protedures, informal group dis¢ussions and nursing con- 
ferences as held ongpsycihatry, team nursing setup in which patients are reviewed 
each morning, charge nurge teaching, attending patiént’s classes as on maternity, 
as well as actual clinics, as part of the teaching on the floor. Often students think 
of clinical teaching agjthe time spent in clinics, and many of us realized for the 
first time how much _ eae is done outside these clinics 

The clinical instructors encounter a variety of problems related both to the 
students themselves and the present set-up 6f, postings and lectures. The latter 
actually prove to be many faceted problems beyond the scope ofthe students, but 
the former vitally concerns us. What are thagrtiiy. 

The students often fail to realize thé#importanee of good bedside nursing. 
Although they enjoy the more dramatic clinics as given by médical Staff, they 
seem to forget that our increased knowledge of disease entities is valuable only 
as it improves our overall patient care. The senior students often present’a some- 
what resentful attitude towards supervision, yet they should have the background 
to study conditions on the ward on their own time, and be able to ask intelligent 
questions. 

The solutions suggested likely presented as many difficulties as actual sol- 
utions, but again it is the ones aimed at the students that really concern us. The 
students should do more, develop more initiative, ask more questions, and delve 
into the library for information. lf they appeared more enthusiastic, the more sen- 
ior studéfits could well give a clinic a week on services they were on, and Jearn 
a good deat in preparing these. Teaching is only a very small part of 
dnd as one clinical instructor concluded her report, “you can lead a horse t 
but you can’t make it drink.”

Throwing off the old shows graduation is a step closer

happy “whiting” ceremony that period- 

ically whips nurses at the University 

of Alberta’s Hospital in Edmonton into 
a state of high excitement is one big round 
of singing, shouting and snake-dancing — 
10 whole hours of it. 

Since 1924, two classes of second-year 
students annually have looked forward to 
the moment when they could hurl their 
black shoes and stockings into the North 
Saskatchewan river from Edmonton’s High 
Level Bridge. This comes on the day they 
are issued white cuffs and don white shoes 
and stockings. 

Seventy-five girls in the class of 90 who 
will graduate next September recently joined 
their black stockings and shoes together 
into a rope when classes ended at 4 P.M. 
and snake-danced through the nurses’ resi- 
dence. They were cheered and hissed and 
sprayed with cheap perfume by their “little 
sisters,” and then they gathered on the side- 
walk in front of the hospital to serenade 
watching patients, doctors and the few 
members of their class who were on duty 
and unable to attend. 

Nearly a mile later they stormed past a 


Te TRADITIONAL, and rather slap- 


policeman trying to direct rush-hour traffic 
at the approach to the High Level Bridge. 

The long string of shoes and stockings 
had by now come apart into four sections. 
With shrieks of delight the owners hurled 
them into the air and watched them drop 
160 feet down to the deepest part of the 
river. Three of the strings floated to the sur- 
face, a sure indication that three of the 
girls would marry before graduation time 
(so some said hopefuly). 

After the shoes and stockings had been 
committed to the river, the girls headed back 
to the residence, still singing: 


Now that the socks are over, 
Now that the shoes have sunk, 
We'll have a big celebration... 


After a bite to eat and a little freshening 
up, most of the girls were joined by their 
boy friends for an informal “whiting” party 
and dance at the Edmonton Gun Club. 

A white cake, decorated with a pair of 
white shoes outlined in icing, was served. 
At midnight a wiener roast was held on the 
grounds and by 2 A.M. the girls said good- 
night to their dates at the residence, one 
step nearer to the coveted initials “R.N.” 47
